1. BERLIN DOCUMENT CENTER ( BDC) RECEIVED REQUEST LAST 
MONTH FROM DOCUMENTS AND ARCHIVES SERVICE OF YUGOSLAV 
FOREIGN MINISTRY FOR DR. TONE FERENC, DIRECTOR OF 
LJUBLJANA INSTITUTE FOR SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH OF LABOR 
MOVEMENT, TO BE GIVEN ACCESS TO BDC FILES OF 47 
INDIVIDUALS. AT LEAST ONE PREVIOUS REQUEST FROM GOY 

FOR BDC INFORMATION WAS GRANTED IN 1971. FURTHERMORE, 

BDC ACCESS POLICY IS GENERALLY TO MAKE FILES AVAILABLE 
TO INDIVIDUALS WITH BONA FIDE CREDENTIALS AS SCHOLARS 
WHO ARE VOUCHED FOR BY THEIR GOVERNMENTS. WHILE FERENC 
HAS NOT PREVIOUSLY USED BDC, HE HAS BEEN GRANTED 
ACCESS TO NATIONAL ARCHIVES IN WASHINGTON TO CARRY OUT 
RESEARCH RELATED TO WORLD WAR II. QUICK REVIEW 
INDICATES ALL 47 INDIVIDUALS WHOSE FILES FERENC WISHES 
TO EXAMINE SERVED IN OR IN CONNECTION WITH YUGOSLAVIA 
DURING WAR, BUT NONE APPEAR PARTICULARLY SENSITIVE 
TODAY. 

2. WE THEREFORE PROPOSE INFORMING YUGOSLAVS, THROUGH GOY 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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MILITARY MISSION HERE, THAT WE ARE PREPARED TO MAKE FILES 
AVAILABLE TO FERENC IF HE TRAVELS TO BERLIN OR TO SEND 
HIM COPIES AT REGULAR CHARGE OF 50 PFENNINGS PER PAGE. 

IN LIGHT OF DECISION AT RECENT BRANDT- TITO MEETING THAT 
FRG AND GOY WILL PURSUE QUESTION OF POSSIBLE ADDITIONAL 
FRG COMPENSATION TO YUGOSLAV VICTIMS OF NAZIISM, IT IS 
POSSIBLE FRG WOULD BE INTERESTED IN LEARNING THAT 
YUGOSLAV SCHOLAR IS PROPOSING TO UNDERTAKE THIS TYPE OF 
RESEARCH AT THIS TIME. WE WOULD NOT, HOWEVER, THINK IT 
APPROPRIATE TO CONSULT WITH AS OPPOSED TO INFORMING) FRG FORMALLY 
SINCE ACCESS REMAINS AT PRESENT US RESPONSIBILITY AND FRG HAS 
INDICATED IT IS GENERALLY SATISFIED WITH OUR POLICY.
